(Matt. 24:21). In every case the 
plague foretold for the Antichrist 
and his wicked kingdom in the 
great tribulation will be worse than 
that in Egypt. 

1. The nrst plague in Egypt, 
water turned to biocod, (Exo. ‘:- 
20) is mentioned three times as 
occurring in the great tribulation 
recorded in Revelation 8:8; 11:6 
and 16:3, 4. The tribulation will 
be a time of blood, blood, blood! 
Revelation 6:8 indicates that a 
fourth of the population of the 
earth will be Killed “with the 
sword, and with hunger, and with 
death, and with the peasts of the 
earth.” Blood will run as high 
as the horses’ bridies, for a dis- 
tance of 1,600 furlongs (Rev. 14:- 
20). That would be zv0 miles. The 
Scripture indicates that water will 
literaliy be turned to blodd as a 
piague of God in that great tribu- 
lat.on, for this reason: 

“For they have sned the blood 
of saints and prophets, and thou 
hast given them biood to drink; for 
they,are worthy.”— Rev. 16:6. 

2. On Pharaoh and Kgypt there 
was a plague of frogs (x0, 8:6). 
Revelation 16:13 ,14 shows that 
this foretells the coming of “un- 
clean spirits like frogs,’ coming 
from the devil and the Antichrist 
and his false prophet, “The spirits 
of devils, working muiracies.’’.. The 
fulfillment is worse than the type. 

3. As the plague of lice in Egypt 
was brought when Aaron smote tne 
dust of tne earth with his rod in 
Kixodus 8:17, so in the day when 
“the indignation of the Lord is up- 
on all nations and his fury upon ail 
their armies,” and when “their 
Slain also shall be cast out, and 
their stink shall come up out of 
their carcasses, and the mountains 
shall be melted with their blood,” 
then in “the day of the Lord’s 
vengeance” (Isa. 34:2, 3, 8, 9) 
there will be a worse plague on the 
dust of the earth, tor the Lord 
Says: 

“And the streams thereof shall

false. The quotations given are 
not taken from my teaching and 
writings. They are false state- 
ments, written by Dr, Norris him- 
self. Any investigator may learn 
this for himself. 

If you refer to the article in the 
Fundamentalist you will see that 
every question is in quotations 
twice, with quotation marks before 
the number and then again quota- 
tions at the beginning and end of 
each question, and it is charged 
that those foolish quotations are 
taken from my writings. They are 
not. The quotations which Dr. Nor- 
ris published of mine before said 
nothing like this and such quota- 
tions cannot be found in my writ- 
ings. 

For example, notice question 2 
given, quotations and all, just as 
it is in the Fundamentalist. 

“2. Q. ‘Is this the age that we 
can ‘speak new languages as at 
Pentecost?’’ .: 

I have never said that “we can 
Speak new languages as at Pen- 
tecost.”” The “we” would involve 
me and certainly 1 have never 
claimed to be able to speak in new 
languages as at kentecost. I have 
a whole book on the tongues ques- 
tion which Dr, Norris read and 
endorsed on October 12, 1932, as 
“the ablest answer to modern holy- 
rollerism thus far published.” I 
have simply said that I still believe 
the words of Jesus in Mark 16: 
17, and that the signs mentioned 


|} are promised to those who have 


faith enough for them. That I have 
never claimed to have and I cer- 
tainly have had no occasion to seek 
faith for a new language. 

In question 3 I am quoted as say- 
ing that we can drink poison with- 
out hurt. I never said it, as Dr. 
Norris well knows. He has previ- 
ously taught, over the radio and in, 
the Fundamentalist, that I en- 
couraged people to drink poison, 
but that is not true. I think if a 
Christian should accidentally drink 
poison, he should certainly pray 
and if God gave enough faith, then 
God could heal the one who had 
taken the poison. My position has 
simply been that the promises of 
Jesus are all true. I have claimed 


|no miraculous power for myself 
| whatever. I believe that if any man

4. In Kixodus 8:24 we are told 
about swarms of flies which must 
have made the entire nation miser- 
able, for the Scripture says, “the 
land was corrupted for reason of 
the swarms. of flies.” This is the 
first plague in Egypt which was 
not brought about by the use of 
Aaron’s rod. It must have come 
because of the dead fish and dead 
frogs, for the Scripture says about 
the frogs “and they gathered them 
together upon heaps; and the land 
stank” (Exo. 8:14). That was 
shortly before the swarms of flies. 
When there is persecution and 
death on every hand in the reign 
of the Antichrist, we may expect 
the same tormenting swarms of 
flies. 

Remember that sin has two pun- 
ishments; the punishment of God's 
wrath, and the natural result, or 
wages, of sin. The plague of flies 
is the first plague in Egypt which 
was not brought about by the rod 
of Moses or Aaron. The flies were 
@ natural result of the filth of the 
bloody land. How much more ter- 
rible must it be during the tribu- 
lation period when death and dis- 
ease is on every hand. 

5. In Exodus 9:3-6 we have a 
murrain, or plague ,on beasts in 
Egypt 


6. And Exodus 9:9, 10 tells of 
boils “breaking forth with blains 
upon man and upon beast, through- 
out all the land of Egypt.” In Rev- 
elation 16:2 a vial of God’s wrath, 
we are told, will be poured out on 
the earth and there will be a “noi- 
some and greivous sore upon the 
men” which have the mark of the 
Antichrist in the great tribulation. 

7. Hail fell in Egypt as a great 
plague of God, killing man and 
beast that were in the field (Exo. 
9:23-25), There will be likewise a 
plague of hail in the great tribu- 
lation period, each hail-stone 
weighing as much as a talent and 
the plague very great (Rev. 16: 
21). 


Locusts in Egypt Picture Demons 


In the Great Tribulation 


8. A literal scourge of locusts 
came on the land of Egypt during 
the bondage of the chiidren of Is- 
rael as we are told in Exodus 10: 
13-15. In the great tribulation, the 
devil will open the bottomless pit 
of Hell and satanic locusts, demons 
of Hell, will issue forth in swarms 
to torment the men of the earth. 
Two hundred million men, demon 
possessed, will form the armies of 
the Antichrist and will slay a third 
part of the population of the en- 
tire earth (Rev. chapter 9). Evi- 
dently the locusts in Egypt were 
meant for a type of the other 
which will come, 

9. The kingdom of Pharaoh was 
filled with darkness as a plague of 
God (Exo. 10:21-23); so the king- 
dom of the Antichrist will be filled 
with literal darkness in the great 
tribulation, and people shall gnaw 
their tongue for pain (Rev. 16:10). 
How much more will be the great 
Spiritual darkness, after all the 
saints have been taken out in the 
rapture and the new converts are 
hunted like wiid beasts to put them 
to death, | 7 

10. In Egypt the plagues of God 
ended up with the death of the 
firstborn (Exo. 12:29); so the 
plagues of God will bring death on 
earth to a fourth of the population 
of the earth (Rev. 6:8) and later, 
one third of those that are left, 
(Rev. 9:18). One-half of the earth’s 
population is to be destroyed in 
that short period during the time 
of the Antichrist! 

In Egypt after the first three 
plagues, the Lord separated His 
people Israel so that the plagues 
did not fall on them (Exo. .8:22, 
23; Exo. 9:3-7; Exo. 9:26); -so in 
the great tribulation, the servants 
of God will be sealed in their fore- 


wrath of God with the people of 
the Antichrist (Rev. 7:1-3). 


The Red Sea Pictures Armageddon 


Pharaoh and his army were de- 
stroyed in the Red Sea, closing the 
persecution of Israel in Egypt. The 
Antichrist and his army-.will be 
likewise totally destroyed by the 
Lord Jesus when He returns with 
His saints and angels at the bat- 
tle of Armageddon (Rev. 19:11-21; 
It Thess, 2:8; Zech. 14:1-9). The 
two cases are alike in that the de- 
struction of both of the wicked 
armies is done by the Lord, not by

destruction of both is sudden and 
complete. As Moses and Israel 
sang the song of praise’ over the 
destruction of Pharaoh and his 
army which is recorded in Exodus 
15:1-19, so when the last plagues 
of the great tribulation are poured 
out (Rev. 15:1-3) then those who 
have gotten the victory “over the 
beast, and over his image, and over 
his mark, and over the number of 
his mark, stand on the sea of glass 
having the harps of God” and sing 
exactly the same song, “the song 
of Moses!” A study of that song 
of Moses in Exodus 15:1-19 shows 
that it was divinely inspired, look- 
ing toward the triumph of Jesus 
over the Antichrist. Verses 17 and 
18 were not literally fulfilled then, 
but will be literally fulfilled when 
the Antichrist is overthrown and 
his army, as was Pharaoh and his 
army. “The horse and his rider” 
must point forward to the Anti- 
christ, the conqueror riding on a 
white horse (Rev, 6:2). Pharaoh 
was not on a horse,-but in a chariot 
(Exo. 14:6). All the saints coming 
out of the great tribulation will 


sing this marvelous song of Moses, 
after the destruction of the Anti- | 
christ. 

That certainly proves and en- 
forces the doctrine that the mir- 
acles God showed in bringing Is- 
rael out of bondage were sample 
miracles, types and tokens of mir- 
acles of the future and proves that 
the day of miracles has not past 


Elijah Held Up as a New Testa- 


ment Example in Prayer 


In James 5:16-18 we are told 
how Elijah was a man like the men 
of today and how he got marvelous 
things from God in answer to 
prayer and that therefore we ought 
to pray since the fervent prayer of 
a righteous man avails so much. 
Read it carefully with this in mind. 

“Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for an- 
other, that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much. 

17. “Elias was a man subject 
to like passions as we are, and 
he prayed earnestly that it 
might not rain: and it rained 
not on the earth by the space of 
three years and six months. 

18. “And he prayed again, and 
the heaven gave rain, and the 
earth brought forth her fruit.” 

The plain teaching of this passage 
is that we ought to pray, ought to 
pray much, ought to pray for great 
things since prayer avails so much, 
How much will the God who hears 
prayer do for us? As much as He

The Resurrection of Christ A 


Sample Miracle 


We are sometimes told that the 
resurrection of Christ was the 
crowning miracle, that it authen. 
ticated the gospel and that hence- 
forth we have no further need of 
miracles. That may sound well and 
the resurrection of Christ has in- 
deed wonderful importance. It is 
named as a part of the gospel 
along with the crucifixion, death, 
and burial of Christ (I Cor. 1-4). 
But the resurrection of Christ was 
not the end of miracles. After that, 
miracles continued abundantly. 
Christ ascended to Heaven, the 
miracle of Pentecost came, the 
lame walked (Acts 3), multitudes 


were healed (Acts 5:15, 16), Ana- | 


nias and Sapphira were struck 
dead (Acts 5:1-11), Peter. healed 
7@neas (Acts 9:34), and raised the 
dead Dorcas (Acts 9:40). Stephen 
and Philip worked miracles as did 
Mir- 
acles continued as far as the rec- 
ord of New Testament times con- 
tinued.

Many 
years ago I aided in a protracted 
meeting in Springfield, Ul. Young 
and old quietly formed prayer 
groups to pray for certain ones. 
We saw the glory of the Lord 
break forth in marvelous conver- 
sions. ’ 

“Let us pray specially for the 
neglected, the haruened. There are 
no cases too hard for God; There 
was never a harder case than Saul 
of Tarsus, and Christ saved him. 
He is able to save to the uttermost 
all who come to God by Him. My 
fellow-Christian, let us find God 
and throw ourselves on His mercy, 
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Is The Age of — 
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Christ was never intended to be an 
end of miracles. 

On the contrary, the resurrection 
of Christ is plainly described as a 
token of future miracles. I Thes- 
salonians 4:14 says, “For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose 

even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him.” The resurrection of Christ 
was a wonderful miracle but those 
who believe that must believe that 
it foretells millions of other mir- 
acles that will happen in the phys- 
ical resurrection of others. I Cor- 
inthians 15:20 says, “But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first fruits of them that 
slept,” and verse 23 just below it 
says, “But every man is his own 
order: Christ the firstfruits: after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at his 
coming.” 

The resurrection of Christ is not 
intended as an argument that the 
day of miracles is past. On the 
contrary, God uses it as definite 
proof that the day of physical mir- 
acles is not past! We are com- 
manded to believe in the resurrec- 
tion of all Christian dead just as 
Christ rose from the dead. One 
miracle was only the firstfruits of 
a far greater harvest of miracles 
when millions will come out of the 


graves. | 
Miracles of Exodus Point Directly 


to Gospel or Church Age 


It is clear that the miracles of 
the Bible are sample miracies | 
pointing toward great miracles yet | 
to come, But some one will be! 
tempted to say they point beyond 
the present time — that the pres- 
ent is a desert without the mani- 
festation of the miracle working 
power of God though it may be 
shown again in the future. But 
the Scriptures we have studied do 
not bear out any such teaching. 

AMONG THE “EXAMPLE” 
AND “ENSAMPLE” MIRACLES 
OF EXODUS IS WOVEN THE 
GREATEST POSSIBLE GOSPEL 
TEACHING WHICH MUST CER- 
TAINLY APPLY FOR ALL THIS 
AGE, For instance, the passover 
lamb, with the blood on the door 
as the refuge from the death an- 
gel, has a message that is bound to 
be for this age. Christ is the Lamb 
of God which takes away the sin of 
the world, and His blood is our 
only hope. That incident in Egypt 
clearly pictures the salvation of a 
sinner by faith in the shed blood 
of Christ and by partaking of 
Christ. 

In the very passage we quoted, 
I Corinthians 10:1-13, we are told 
that the miraculous crossing of Tie 
Red Sea by the children of Israel, 
pictured baptism. The Red Sea was 
standing up on either side and cov- 
ered above and behind with a pillar 
of cloud formed a grave and there 
the children of Israel were baptized 
(buried) unto Moses. That sample 
miracle pictured baptism, and bap- 
tism is clearly for this entire age. 

Likewise, the rock in the wilder- 
ness from which the water poured 
out when it was smitten, pictures 
Christ as I Corinthians 10:4 plainly 
says. The whole message of the

"Is This the Age When We Can 


Raise the Dead" 


Question 4, written by Dr. Norris 
and quoted in Brother Sam Mor- 
ris’ letter, printed in the Funda- 
mentalist, is as follows: 

“4. Q. ‘Is this the age when we 
can raise the dead, as in Bible 
times, for example, Lazarus?’ 

Remember that Dr. Norris, in 
the article in the Fundamentalist 
for March 20th, 1936, says that 
Brother Sam Morris, “First, names 
and repudiates the Pentecostal 
planks, as quoted from the writ- 
ings of Bro. Rice.” And then after 
the first nine questions Dr. Norris 
inserts in Brother Sam Morris’ let- 
ter this statement which Brother 
Sam Morris did not say, “(The 
above quotations are from the 
teachings and writings of Bro. 
Rice).” 

So, Dr. Norris says, that it is 
a quotation from my writings and 
teachings, that “we can raise the 
dead.” ‘that is certainly and ob- 
viously false. We cannot raise the 
dead. I cannot raise the dead, have 
never claimed I could, and have 
never claimed that I knew_of any 
other human “who can. Not 
only is that statement not quoted 
from my writings but I have never 
said anything ot the kind, All these 
questions are stated by Dr. Norris, 
not by me, and they are not quo- 


tations from my writings or teacb- | 


ings. They are statements manu- 
factured wholly by Dr. Norris. 

I have never stated nor do I be- 
lieve we can raise the dead. How- 
ever, I DO believe that Jesus Christ 


| can gtill raise the dead. The resur- 


rection of Christ is a promise of 
the resurrection of every Christian 


jin the world. The time is coming 


when “all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shali come 
forth” (John 5:28, 29). So the 
age of miracles, even physical mir- 
acles, the resurrection of the dead, 
is not past. Millions of people 
may be raised from the dead even 
today and it seems certain that 


| this will occur soon. When Jesus 


comes into the air to receive His 
saints, all the Christians living will 
be changed by instantaneous, 
physical miracles, and all the 
Christian dead will®be raised up 
literally, bodily, physically, from 
the graves. I do not believe that 
I can raise the dead, but I know 
Jesus can and will and that the 
age of miracles is not past. 
Question 6 gives as a supposed 
quotation from my writings the 
following, ‘Is this the age in which 
we can ‘Drink poison without 
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hurt’?’ There is no such quotation 
in any of my writings ere: 
Even more definite false state- 
ments were made on the question 
by Dr. Norris over the radio, and 
he referred to certain fanatics in 
North Carolina and elsewhere who 
had taken rattle snakes into, the 
pulpit,. and implied that I advocat- 
ed the same thing. He knows, of 
course ,that this is untrue. Paul 
was accidentally bitten by a snake 
(a viper), as recorded in Acts 
28:3-6, and the dear Lord prevent- 
ed him from being harmed. If I 
should be bitten by a poisonous 
snake, I should certainly pray and 
God could heal me. Nothing is too 
hard for God. However, I do not 
know that He would. Certainly I 
could not heal myself. Doubtless 
if Dr. Norris were bitten by a 
snake as Paul was, he too would 
call on God, and that -would not 
prove he was a Pentecostalist. Pos- 
sibly it would prove that his heart 
is not as foolish as his head. And 
very likely, if a man knew that 
he faced sudden death he would 
not do the wicked things Dr. Nor- 
ris has been doing recently, nor 
teach that God had quit answering 
prayer the same as He did in the 
days of the Apostles. 

Notice the following from the 
Fundamentalist article. 

“T. Q. ‘Should we have healing 
anointing with oil services?’ 

That is no quotation from my 
writings or teachings, and I my- 
self-do not have healing services, 
as Dr. Norris has stated. If I did, 
it would have been known to 
thousands. The charge is untrue. 

This Dr. Norris knows. How- 


ever, James 5:13-18 is still in my 
Bible and I[ believe it and seek 


to follow it. That Scripture does 
not involve the modern healing 
services. It does’ involve elders or 
preachers being called privately by 
the sick to pray over them and 
anoint them with oil. Jesus-and the 
aposties healed people in public, 
even anointed them with oil pub- 
licly (Mark 6:13), but that was 
not such healing services as are 
generally held today and with 
which Dr. Norris falsely charges 
me. I have no kind of public heal- 
ing services. I have never claimed 
any healing power. However, I 
know God does raise up the sick 
in answer to prayer, sometimes 
immediately, sometimes gradually, 
sometimes with doctors and medi- 
cine, and sometimes without. 


In question 8 the quotation which 
Dr. Norris says is taken from my 
writings is “8 Q. ‘Should we pray 
for or seek the ‘Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost’ as the second or add- 
ed work of grace in the life of the 
Christian?’ Notice that the whole 
question is in double quotations. 
No such statement is found any- 
where in my writings. I do believe 
that Christians should have the 
baptism or filling or enduement of 
the Holy Spirit for soul winning 
power and have repeatedly said so 
in print. But I have just as often 
insisted that the baptism or filling 
of the Holy Spirit does not eradi- 
cate sin, does not make a Christian 
sinless and perfect, is not a once- 
for-all experience, a second or add- 
ed work of grace, changing the 
nature of the individual, and that 
Pentecostal doctrine on this ques- 
tion is wrong. The statement that 
this is a quotation from my writ- 
ings and teachings is false, with- 
out any foundation whatever, and 
the implication that I believe the 
Pentecostal position about the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit is equally 
false. In Brother Sam Morris’ an- 
swer he says, ‘I take the question 
means the heresy as held by the 
Pentecostals.’ Brother Sam Morris’ 
printed booklet on the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost expressly states 
the position held by Dr. Torrey and 
others, which I also hold, that the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, the en- 
dument of power from on high, the 


| filling of the Spirit, the gift of the 


Spirit all refer to the soul winning 
power which New Testament 
Christians received at Pentecost 
and other times in the Bible. That 
was also Dr. Norris’ printed po- 
sition. 


Should We Say “I Hate The 
Name Baptist?’ 


Remember that Dr. Norris said 
that is a quotation from my writ- 
ings. It is nothing of the kind. I 
never wrote it, and I never said 
it, and the statement is inexcus- 
ably false.

The traditions of men, making 
of none effect the word of God, 
are often taught by some who wear 
the name Baptist. I have repeat- 
edly said that I am more concerned 
about Bible doctrine than about 
Baptist doctrine, and that I do not 
seek the approval of Baptist head- 
quarters. but I myself am a Bap- 
tist, have been from childhood, and 
that by choice. I baptize by im- 
mersion, believers oniy, I believe 
in salvation by grace, through 
faith, in the security of believers, 
in the independence of loca] church- 
es, and other great doctrines held 
through the ‘years by Baptists 
Every church [I ever organized, 
whether at Decatur, Waxahachie, 
Whichita Falls, Sherman, or Dal- 
las, has been organized as a Bap- 
tist church and wears that name. 
The name Baptist is on the state- 
ment of faith of the church of 
which I am pastor, it is on the 
church letterhead, it is on every 
sign used to advertise the services 
at the tabernacle. The name Bap- 
tist has been on every one of the 
approximately five million copies 
of my paper which have been scat- 
tered ail over the world and I ev- 
erywhere announce myself as a 
Baptist. Again I say, Dr. Norris’ 
Statement is utterly false and in- 
tended to mislead and arouse pre- 
judice. 

However, I still insist that it is 
more important to be a Christian 
than to be a Baptist, that Bible 
doctrine is more important than 
Baptist doctrine, that I am 
ashamed of many Baptists and
